Mt. Vernon, O., Feb. 13.—Promptly 


at the stroke of 9 this morning, Judge 
George Coyner of Delaware, convened 
common pleas court for the trial of 
Robert C. Laagefelter, son of the New- 
ark cashier, wjio is accused of forgery. 
Twenty minutes later a jury was 
sworn and immediately James R. Fitz- 
gibbon, the Licking county prosecutor, 
began his statement of the case to the 
court and jury. 


The lawyers had not anticipated 


much trouble in securing- a jury in 
Knox county, but none of them believ- 
ed that a jury could be selected in 20 
minutes. Only fourteen 
men 
were 


called. The state exercised its right 
of challenge for .cause. The state took 
Mr. W. H. Sellers of Mt. Vernon, from 
the jury. Mr. Sellers is- a brother-in- 
law of Postmaster Joseph M. IckesI 
of Newark. J. O. Vance was called in 
his place, but was excused. The de- 
fense exercised no peremptory 
chal-

Improvement

fit. Petersburg, Feb. 13.—Dispatches 


from Warsaw indicate that there is no 
improvement in the strike situation in 
Poland. One reads: Baron Von Nolt- 
ken, chief of police of Warsaw, who 
had just returned from a conference 
with Governor General Tchertkoff of 
the province of Warsaw, gave the fol- 
lowing details regarding the state of 
affairs in this district: "The strike 
continues in all of the big factories. 
The manufacturers are coming to me 
to discuss the situation, and I purpose 
seeing some representatives of the 
strikers. Unless the strikers return to 
work the police will expel all those 
living outside -of the Warsaw district. 
If they will not work they must go 
home 
The men have no money, and 


it seems impossible j;hat the strike can 
continue much longer. Our task is one 
of great difficulty. We are not fighting 
an economic, but a political movement, 
havingjts origin in St. Petersburg. The 
worst troubles, however, are probably 
over. Small disturbances may break 
out here and there, but not on such a 
scale as the earlier riots here " 


In the Russian capital, neithe'- the 


strikers nor students made the slight- 
est attempt to demonstrate, ancl the 
city presented a normal appearance. 
The emperor's creation of a joint com- 
Tffrsstarr-of-tDa:s«:c?rs'an,d-wortenen. cho- 
sen by themselves, to investigate the 
causes of discontent among the labor- 
ers, has made an-exceedingly good im- 
pression, being considered definite evi- 
lence of the government's purpose to 
compel some of the rapacious mastc-s, 
•sho have paid starvation -wages, to c'o 
ustice to their employes.

The 
university students of that city had ar- 
ranged a reception for him at the rail- 
way station, but the police quietly un- 
coupled the carriage at an intermediate 
station and sent it oil. with the novel- 
ist insitie, to another place. 


dorky spent several months in prison 


in ]!)0:j. but such confinement did not 
lessen his opposition to Russian despot- 
ism. He has become wealthy through 
the large sale of his books and has a 
well appointed but simply furnished 
home at Xijiii Novgorod, where ho 
lives — when the police allow hira to do

so—with bis beautiful and gifted wife, 
who was Kateiiua 1'anlownu Pjefcth- 
kowa. daughter of a Russian officer 
of noble birth. They have several chil- 
dren. Though much attached to home 
and family, Gorky is known as "the 
tramp novelist." 
That is because he 


was a waif and an outcast and lived a 
wandering life among all sorts of peo- 
ple as a boy and young man and thus 
saw a great deal of the misery preva- 
lent among the Russian lower classes. 


Maxim Gorky is his pen name, his 


real name being Alexei Maximovitch 
1'yeshkoff. His birth occurred ia 18GS 
at Nijni Novgorod, and his father, 
who was very poor, died when his boy 
was five years old. Being left to shift 
for himself, he was bootblack, scullion 
and baker's apprentice. 
He was so 


discouraged at one time that he at- 
tempted suicide. But he was a great 
reader and began to write, his first 
story seeing the light about fifteen 
years ago. Tolstoi once called him "the 
second free man in Russia," the first 
being Tolstoi himself.

Week "In Congress. 


Washington, Feb. 13.— TJie nava! ap- 


propriation bill was taken up by the 
house on Monday. The bill is usually 
a subject cf long debate, and the bill 
this year will be attacked on several 
occasions.

President Off to New York. 


Washington, Feb. 13. — President 


Roosevelt left Washington at 10 a. m. 
for a two-days' visit to New York, dur- 
ing which, he will m^ke a speech at 
the Lincoln birthday celebration at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, spend a short time at 
the Press club banquet at the New 
Astor House, lunch at the University 
club, dine in "Little Hungary" and 
visit friends. Accompanying him to 
New York are Mrs. Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary and Mrs. Taft, Mrs. Cowles, Mr. 
and Mrs. Emlin Roosevelt, 'who have 
been guests at the White House, and 
Secretary Loeb. 


The New Cabinet. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The following 


statement was made public at the 
White House: "The members of the 
cabinet have all tendered their resig- 
nations, and on the Gth of March they 
•will all be nominated for re^ppointment 
•with the exception of II'-. Wynne, who 
is to be appointed co-isul general at 
London. 
Mr. Cortelycm will be nomi- 


nated on ilarch 6 for postmaster gen- 
eral." 


Arbitration Treaties Amended. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The senate, 


in executive session, amended the arbi- 
tration treaties which recently were 
negotiated with European countries in 
such a way, in tl.e judgment of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, as to vitiate them. The 
word "treaty" was substituted for 
"agreement" in Article 2, and this 
'evisceration will have the effect of nul- 
lifying the chief purpose of the pacts 
that have been prepared with such 
great care by the administration. In 
a letter to Senator Cullom, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations,, 
the president emphatically declared it 
would be u~eless to ask the assent of 
the foreign governments to the amend- 
ed conventions: but despit this open 
threat that he would put the blame 
upon them, the senate proceeded to 
modify the treaties in a way which, in 
the opinion of its members, protects 
one of the most sacred constitutional 
rights of that body. As .matters stand, 
the arbitration treaties are dead.

Mr 
Appieyard then acquired $51,000 of the 
capital stock of the institution, pur- 
chasing in the name of Richard Emory 
an employe, who immediately trans- 
ferred it to Appleyard. After buying 
German bank stock Appleyard is baid 
to have borrowed money in large 
amounts from the b£nk. It is alleged 
that he ''kited" checks and drafts on 
it and through it with the various othe" 
banks with which he was connected 
until, when the bank was closed on 
Dec. 5, 1904, Appleyard and the vari- 
ous street railroads with which he was 
connected were indebted to the bank 
in the sum of more than $062,000. The 
loans, discounts and drafts of Apple- 
yaid and his corporations purported to 
be secured in part by the bonds of sev- 
eral railroad companies. Since the 
failure of the bank nearly all these 
companies have been placed in the 
hands of receivers, and the securities 
are alleged to be practically worthless, 
excepting bonds of the Chippewa Rail- 
road company of Wisconsin, in the sum 
of $50,000, which are said to be worth 
more than par. Mr. Becker says' that 
the bank will realize only about 25 per 
cent on its loans to Appleyard.

InU'iiMv systems ol" fsmninir, more ex- 
actini; demands of the markets and the 
tcrowth of competition in a'Jrneultural 
production it is becoming more i'\Uluiit 
that both of 
faetois nin-H be tak- 


en into account and tli.it the nio^t suc- 
cessful farmer will bo tlio one produc- 
ing the largest crops of the bc.-,t qunli- 
ty. Recently tlie I'uili experiment ela- 
tion lias reported some intertMin;; stud- 
ies of the effect of irrigation on the 
composition and cinality of crop*. The 
experiments v.-ero macie on shallow, 
gravelly bench land with wheat, oats, 
corn, potatoes and swvur beets. 


The results -uith wheat show that 


the yield of grain and straw per acre ! 
increases as the amount of 
<A ater in- j 


creases, up to a certain limit. If more ' 
than thirty inches is applied, tlie yield 
both of grain and straw diminishes. 
Tlie wheat grown with the least water 
r 


contained the most gluten. Therefore 
the most desirable wheat for human 
use is that grown with little water. 


In the case of oats there was a steady 


increase of grain and straw up to thir- 
ty inches. More than that caused a de- 
crease. Increase in grain was obtain- 
ed at the expense ot" the straw, which 
decreased correspondingly. Ju order to 
obtain the largest yields of grain, oats 
and all other grain crops .should re- 
ceive heavy irrigations ft the time ot 
heading out. 


The yield of ear corn, and, with one 


exception, of stover, increased with 
tlie increase of-water. In this respect 
corn appears to be different from the 
other grain crops, wheat and oats. 
However, the increase per inch of wa- 
ter after twenty inches had been ap- 
plied was very small indeed. 


The yields of potatoes increased uni- 


formly, with one exception, as the 
quantity of water was increased. With

P the 14th day of February -were de- 


voted solely to the purpose assign- 
ed to it in the church calendar, it 


would still be a notable day. Tbe fact 
that it commemorates the martyrcloni 
of so good a man as St. Valentine 
should serve to distinguish it The Ro- 
man emperor Claudius II.. v>lio was 
not of royal lineage at all, but only a 
successful general, anJ a very blood- 
thirsty one at that, made himself tlie 
master of the empire and proceeded 
without further notice to make himself

as disagreeable as pnssinl". Pome of 
his predecessors bad endeavored to ex- 
terminate the new rfliCi-iu5; cnlt 3:nown 
as Christianity, and Claudius bclio\cd *»"* 
that he could do what they had act ac- 
complished.

in the business Clnii'iii;« re.aol"°'l to be- 


sibility, particularly if tlie cnanceS 
were in favor of s,ome unusually bar- 
barous method of doing the deed. Mar- 
tyrdom -«as so greatly desired by the 
early Roman Christians, it seems, that 
the public executioners could scarcely 
supply the demand. 


"I learn that you have been saying 


uncomplimentary things of the gods. 
How about that, Valentine?" demand- 
ed the tyrant, with a sly twinkle in 
his eyes which might have suggested 
that he rcfcen ed that prh ilege for him- 
self. 


"I have no respect for them at all, 


in spite of their antiquity," Valentine 
affirmed without a qun er. 


The noble Roman shrugged his broad 


shoulders. 


"How long do you suppose that I 


should remain in the seat of the Im- 
perial Caesars if I should refuse to of- 
fer incense to them ?" he insisted.

DOWN THE OHIO 


Steamers and Barges Torn 


Loose by the Ice 


LIKELY BE A TOTAL LOSS 


Steamer City of Cincinnati Saved from 


Damage by Sand Barge 


from Up River, 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 13.—One steam 


er Joundered, another 
was carrie 


down the river, 150 barges were torr 
loose and sent down stream and sev 
eral other vessels damaged from th 
break-up of the ice gorges at this poiiil 
The gorge at North Bend broke first 
causing some damage, when the ice in 
the local harbor" passed out. Soon 
afterward the gorge at the Covingtoi 
works broke, sending out tons of ice 
The first accident was to the towboa 
Relief, which was sunk. Capt. Williams 
and two men on the steamer narrowly 
escaped drowning. One of the men 
Charles Moore, was thrown into the 
river, where he v/as struck by a cake 
of ice, being unconscious when haulec 
out of the water. The steamer New 
South, one of the best boats on the 
rfver, was torn from her moorings and 
carried down the river in the ice. She 
is somewhere below the city lodged in 
the ice pack, and it is feared that she 
will prove a total loss. The rise of 10 
feet in the river, probably caused by 
the regorging of the ice at some point 
farther down, forced the steamer Bo 
nanza out of the water on. the shore; 
near the foot of Main street, where 
she is in a baC position and in serious 
danger. At least 150 barges, 30 load- 
ed with, coal, were caught in the ice 
and have gone down the river, prob- 
ably all of them being a total loss. Sev- 
eral other steamers were reported 
damaged, but many of the reports have 
proved unfounded. The steamer City 
of Cincinnati was saved from damage 
by a sand barge from up the river, 
which drifted down, finaly lodging in 
the ice just above the steamer, for 
which it served as a breakwater.

T. VALE.VJIXE'S day, the duly 


appointed and scrupulously ob- 
served festival of tender senti- 
mentality, has from time im- 


memorial been the greatest day in the 
calendar for the poets, both major and 
minor. The prosaic world may decline 
to become enthusiastic over the sources 
of inspiration 
from which many of 


these amatory verses sprang—perhaps 
it is well tbat this should be so—but 
there is no hesitation in regard to the 
exquisite creation1? themselves. 


In the happy days before tbe realm 


of versification was invaded by writers 
with psychological vagaries to exploit, 
when poetry was but another name for 
melody and demanded no accompani- 
ment beyond the lute or harp and no 
explanation •whatever, love was the 
poet's bravest theme. 
Much of tbe 


dainty vers cle societe of tbe post-Eliza- 
bethan periods appeared originally in 
valentine form. With all their super- 
fluity of "uiy lady's eyes'' and "ruy 
leman's tropes,'' they are beautifully 
conceived and altogether charming. 


Many of the most iuterestiug old val- 


entines began with a definition of love. 
It was evidently a favorite diversion of 
the amatory poets to answer the ques- 
tion, "AVhat is love"/" Perhaps the 
master of thorn all set tho fashion in 
that matchless bit from '-The Merchant 
of Venice:'' 


Tell me, where is fancy bred—

How begot, how nourished? 
Reply, reply! 


It is engendered in tho eyes; 
With gazms fed, and fancy dies

dilettante court fop. Sir John, Suckling. 
Even in that age of clever versifiers it 
was considered a prime distinction to 
receive a valentine penned by the lan- 
guishing cavalier. In spite of his per- 
sonal affectation Suckling's poetry is 
entirely free from artificiality, and his 
sonnets and valentines are perfect spec- 
imens of versification, albeit they are 
expressed iu the rather flamboyant 
phraseology of the time. Almost equal 
to the incomparable "Why So Tale and 
Wan, I'oiid Lover?" is his poem, once 
the burden of a valentine, beginning: 


I pnthee sc-nd me bnck my heart 


Since I cannot ha\e thine. 


For if from yours jou will not part, 


Why, 
then, shouldst thou have mine? 


The charming quatrain called ''The 


White Itose." ascribed to the joint au 
thorship of William Congreve and Wil- 
liam Somen ille and purporting to have 
been sent as a valentine bi' a Yorkish 
lover to his Lancastrian mistress, is 
one of the most perfect poems in any 
lansu-.jro. To a Mngle white rose was 
attar-lied:

Chicago, Feb. i:j.—Twenty-two de- 


grees below zero on the street level 
and a score of fires varying in losses 
from a few thousand dollars to $25,000 
each, marked the advent of the cold 
wave this morning. Ten persons were 
frozen or injured. Two of them, John 
Condon, a street laborer, and Andrew 
McCarthy, a janitor, are expected to 
die. The weather bureau thermometer 
tea stories above the street level, reg- 
istered 18 degrees 
below zero at 7 


o'clock this morning. This is the low- 
est temperature here since February 
9, 1899. The coldest points on the 
map at 7 a. m. were Williston, N. D., 
and Duluth, Minn., with markings of 
28 below. 


The eastern limit of the cold wave 


is at Cincinnati, with zero, and the ex- 
treme southern points 
affected 
are 


Cairo, 111., 6 below; Ft. Smith, Ark., 
8 below; Ft. Worth, Tex., zero; Bos- 
ton and New York, snow; 36 above

Guthrie, O. T., Feb. 13.—For the past 


24 hours Oklahoma has suffered from 
the coldest weather in many years. 
From all parts of the two territories 
come accounts of suffering and death 
as the result of the sudden norther. 
The territory is covered with a coat of 
ice and snow, ranging /a depth from 
three to eight Inches, and this will 
serve as a protection to the wheat and 
frnit crops, but the live stock and in 
some instances the people of the terri- 
tories are suffering severely. Great 
anxiety is felt for the Indian tribes, 
•who are in no condition to withstand 
tte storm, and experts say that dozens 
of them will die as a result of, the 
blizzard. 


A six-inch snow accompanied the 


blizzird in the- northern part of the 
territory, and all traffic is indefinitely 
delayed. All Santa Fe, Rock Island, 
'Frisco and "Katy" trains are badly 
delayed. Cattlemen here state that 
range stock will suffer the greatest 
loss in years, and some place the loss 
as high as 30 per cent on the ranges 
in Beaver and Woodward counties. 
Great anxiety is felt for the Indian 
tribes, who are in-no condition to with- 
stand the storm, and experts say that 
dozens of them will die as a result of 
the blizzard. 


Coldest In Years. 


Kansas City, Mo.. Feb. 13.—The cold- 


est weather in years prevails in this 
section. At Kansas City it was IS de- 
grees below zero; at Concordia. Kan., 
it was 22 degrees below; • at Lawton, 
Okla., it was C below, and at Tulsa, 
I. T., 7 degrees below. In Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory the weather is 
the coldest since 1899, and there is 
much suffering among the poor, who 
were caught unprepared.

A negro froze to death 
at Frederick. Okla., and a Comanche 
Indian succumbed to the raid near 
lAwton.

intense cold, arocmpanicd in sections 
by snowfall, were received at (he office 
of the local weather bureau from Col- 
orado, Wyoming and New Mexico. In 
southern Colorado and northern New 
Mexico the worst storm since 18SG is 
raging. In New Mexico the storm 
reached the proportions of a blizzard, 
and great damage- to stock is reported. 
Railroad men report the prairies along 
the 
line of the Colorado Southern 


strewn with the carcasses of dead 
sheep and cattle.

zelle was sunk at West Wheeling. The 
receding river left the boat high and 
dry. 
Suddenly the ice which surround- 


ed her gave way and she turned turtle, 
sinking in 17 feet of water. The ice 
destroyed her almost completely. The 
loss is $10,000.
